1. WORLD POPULATION CONFERENCE APPOINTED CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE 
19 AUGUST CONSISTING OF CHINA, US, GREECE, JAPAN, NICARAGUA, 

TANZANIA, SENEGAL, USSR AND URUGUAY FOLLOWING THE PATTERN OF LAST 
YEAR'S GENERAL ASSEMBLY. FIRST COMMITTEE REPORT TO PLENARY IS 
TENTATIVELY DUE NEXT MONDAY, AUGUST 26. MCDONALD WILL REPRESENT US 
DELEGATION. 

2. TURKISH DEL APPROACHED US DEL SHORTLY AFTER PLENARY ACTION 
APPOINTING CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE TO SAY HE WISHED TO ALERT US 
DEL THAT TURKEY DID NOT RECOGNIZE THE PRESENT CYPRIOT GOVERNMENT, 
NOTED THAT CYPRUS WAS REPRESENTED AT THE CONFERENCE AND SAID THAT 
IF CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE RECOGNIZED PRESENT CREDENTIALS OF CYPRUS 
AS VALID. HIS GOVERNMENT WOULD SPEAK TO THIS MATTER IN PLENARY 
AND RECORD ITS DISAPPROVAL. HE DID NOT GO SO FAR AS TO URGE US DEL 
TO SUPPORT TURKISH POSITION IN CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE.
